AN ACT to amend subsection 1 of section 1421-9, sections 
1421-12 and 1421-13 and subsection 1 of section 1421-14 
and section 172-120 of the statutes, relating to the care and 
treatment in county sanatoriums of persons suffering from 
tuberculosis and making an appropriation. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, dp enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. Subsection 1 of section 1421-9, sections 1421— 

12 and 1421-13 and subsection 1 of section 1421-14 and sec-
tion 172-120 of the statutes are amended to read: (Section 
1421-9) 1. The county board of supervisors of any county 
may, with the consent of the state board of control, purchase a 
site and establish or provide a building or shack for the treat-
ment of persons suffering from tuberculosis, • * * . No 
building or shack shall be so constructed until after the site has 
been approved by the state board of control. 

Section 1421-12. Any indigent person suffering from tu-
berculosis, * * * who shall have bnn a resident of the 
state for at least one year, shall be received into the institution, 
within the limits of its capacity, as determiried by the state 
board of control. Before such person shall be admitted he shall 
file a statement with the county judge of the county in which he 
resides setting forth the fact that he is unable to pay for his care 
and treatment. The county judge of the county in which such 
person resides shall make a thorough investigation of the case. 
and if he finds that the applicant, or his legal representatives, 
are unable to pay for his care, he shall approve in writing, the 
application of such person. The judge shall immediately for-
ward to the superintendent of the institution a statement in
